Claims 65-76, drawn to a system comprising a guidewire, a filter, retraction 
members, a retrieval catheter and a delivery catheter, classified in class 606, 
subclass 108 and a method of using the claimed system. 

IV. Claims 77-126, drawn to a system comprising a guidewire, a filter, retraction 
members, a retrieval catheter, a delivery catheter and a balloon catheter, 
classified in class 606, subclass 108 and a method of using the claimed system. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: at 
least, the methods of using the systems l-IV are different inventions because the methods as 
recited in the inventions l-IV involve different sets of devices. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
